tion elsewhere. 
Firemen in the desper- 


ate light against the raging flames, were 
scorched ou the face and hands and suv- 
'oi-al were obliged to consult physicians 
because of their eyes being burned. The

:ivard was destroyed. • The flames from 
Uttte four and six story_. buildings shot

.lay. it being possible, to road a newspa- 
per ten blocks distant find the lighted 
heavens could be seen at Milwaukee and 
Keiiosha and as far west as Burlington. 
It was indeed spectacular and those who

coming to ;ui end. Notwithstanding the 
,torm thousand? of people turned out 
nnd watched the progress of the fire 
md witnessed and board the falling and 
crashing of the walls and marveled at 
the chances Fire Marshal James Cape, 
md hiu men took in fighting the Humes.

Although the father of Fire 
Marshal James Capo lay dead at the 
Water street home, ho did not hesitate 
to respond to the alarm.

Flames Spread. Rapidly 


When the department first . reached 


tho fire they were told that the watch- 
man had discovered'it in the mill rpom; 
close to the boiler and engine room.'Fire, 
was bursting from nil of the lower win- 
dow* of the building, six stories high. 
Fire Marshal Cape saw at a-glance that 
the entiro lower floor was a mass of 
names and thnt it would be impossible 
to save, the structure with the fourtul 
wind blowing, which created :i strong 
draft and carried the flames up to other 
floors, With lightning -rapidity tho lire 
leuped through to the west into the four 
story wooden building, tin-nee to the big 
office building, southeast corner of Mead 
and Sixth streets, and. these structures 
were soon a roaring furnace, with (lames 
shooting hundreds of foot,'into'the air. 
From here it. spread to the four story 
frame building facing on M.e'ud street; 
thence south through the immense^i'our 
story brick building extending to Eighth 
street and it was 'evident that every 
building on Uie cast -side of Mead street 
from Sixth to Eighth, was doomed and 
no power could save them.

flooring of the viaduct caught and eight 
hundred feet of hose was burned up, 
thus cutting off streams' from that di- 
rection and the liand^omo. hall was doom- 
ed and was totally destroyed. One com- 
pany and also the .1. I: Case Plow com- 
pany men were.'working in the rear of 
the burning h-a,ll building, in an effort 
to save .the store; shods of the .Plow 
company and spreading of the fire to 
those factory buildings and they won 
the. battle and the flames spread, no far- 
ther north, the Plow Co. escaping with- 
out damage to spertk of.

The lines of hose 
at the corner of M'eiul 'nnd'Kighth streets 
were'in danger of being burned up and 
a stendy'strenm of water was kept pour- 
ing on the 'hose nnd hydrant.

ly lint last wall hud. fallen nnd the heat 
be/cnme less inte.nse and ill* block was 
saved. The dozens of families who mov- 
ed out breathed freer and hustled back 
furniture as <oon as possible for the 
sloet, was ruining Ihr goods.

The falling wall smashed the roof and 
other parts like an egg i-hell and the 
little, cottage was ruined. The Hanson 
home on Sixth street, which was also 
hemmed in by the large buildings, was 
also completely wrecked. 


Firemen Are Injured 


• For hours the firemen .played water 
on. the smoldering ruins and thousands 
of people visited the wreck ami com- 
mented on the awful destruction. Where 
imposing brick structures bad stood and 
l,2()i) skilled men had gained a liveli- 
hood, there WMJ nothing but blackened 
TVRlls. everything gone, buildings, ma- 
chinery, stock, and tools, tho mechanic* 
being 'the heavy losers. Only last week 
sixty skilled 
men- were brought 
from 


Detroit and Saturday morning 
others 


came, to work in. the plant which was 
running, night and dny, but unable to 
keep up with the. orders for piano stools 
nnd seals and automobile bodies, the 
principal product 
manufactured. 
The 


many valuable patterns also went up. 
in fact with the exception of what was 
in the additional plant at Racine Junc- 
tion and 
the triangle ' building facing 


Mend, Kacine and Sixth streets, every- 
thing had disappeared. 


As Manager Ceorge W. .lagers said, a 


life's work is wiped out and it is most 
discouraging to again go at it and build 
up I ho structures and hold the great 
trade which had been gained. The Mit- 
chell Motor far company, the Overlain! 
Automobile company, and 
others 
de- 


pended upon tho plant for most, of the 
Hutomobile bodies, but the Mitcholl Mo- 
tor Car company hud two thousand bull- 
ies ordered and on hnnd and wi!! not be 
lmmliciiped_lo n prc.it exti-nt.. However,

Dozen Racine Passengers. 


There were a dozen or more Racine 


passengers aboard the ill-fated train and 
nil received a bad shaking up. 


Conductor Lindsey said tbe train had 


difficulty iu backing into tho Chicago 
station in the morning, due to the chang- 
es which are being made in the North- 
western terminals. 
Tt i,< generally ad- 


mitted that tho train left the station 
about fifteen minutes late. 


The train consisted of eight cnrs. all of 


them of heavy Pullman construction. Be- 
hind the engine and tender was n "dead" 


car. which carried but 'a 


passenger, a negro waiter, who was slip- 
ping through to Milwaukee minus a tick- 
let. " 


Behind wns a baggage car, a smoker, a 


day coach, a regular diner, and the rest 
heavy Pullmans. There were 104 pass- 
engers nl.oard when the train pulled out 
of Wells street.

Speed Order Violated? 


The Northwestern officials are firm in 


the statement that there is and has been 
":l standing order that trains, ill making 
the crossover, must, be traveling .it a rate 
nf fifteen miles nu hour or less. 


'All of the surface indications, sustain- 


ed by tho practical railroading view of 
the railroad official* and by the testi- 
'mouy of passengers on the train and eye- 
witnesses of the accident, are thnt. No. 5 
wns running at least forty miles an 
hour when Engineer Harriman hit the 
first, switch frog. 


Anyhow, tin- train skipped along, fif- 


teen'minutes late, through the sloet. and 
snow.' over tho icy rails, didn't hesitate 
for lights', signals or anything else. The 
engine kicked up the length of steel raii 
in'hurdling the triple row of trucks. The, 
stvmg'ol" cars came swinging behind, ca- 
reening 'from one side to the otlier, and 
fur'2110 yards the train plowed up ties 
aiid gravel. 


Catapult of Destruction.

R. B. Lang, treasurer of the Wiscon- 


sin Veterans' Home at AVaupaca, re- 
turned today from his monthly audit of 
accounts and inspection of the Home. 


He reports a membership of 648, about 


equally divided between veterans of the 
Civil War and their wives or widows. 
These 648 men and women are housed in 
electric lighted and steam heated halls 
and cottages, as comfortably situated 
and cared for as could in reason be de- 
sired. 


To furnish the 62,400 meals served at 


the home during the month of Novem- 
ber, these supplies were consumed: 


Meat. 10.276.pounds; eggs, 235 dozen; 


butter, 2,208 pounds; lard, 49, pounds; 
flour, 4'/^ -barrels; potatoes 460 bushels; 
onions, 16 bushels; turnips, beets and 
green vegetables, 216 bushels; bread, 438 
dozen loaves; crackers, 1,595 
jmunds; 


pies, 1,026 dozen; cakes, 4,'i!) dozen;, tea, 
39r> pounds; coffee, 640 pounds; white 
sugar, 3,018 pounds; milk, 22,1,57 pounds. 


From the foregoing it will be seen 


that the state of Wisconsin and Uncle 
Sum take pretty good care of its vet- 
eran soldiers and their wives and wid- 
ows, and while the carefully drawn con- 
tracts and strict inspection of the food- 
stuffs supplied insure the highest qual- 
ity throughout, the cost of each meal per 
capita is only the remarkably small sum 
of 6% cents.

were sentenced to imprisonment for the 
full term of their natural lives 'in the 
state prison at Waupun. 


Yesterday afternoon 'both confessed to 


the murder and the assault .and were 
taken before Judge Neele B. Ncelcn, of 
the district court for preliminary exam- 
ination. They waived this';r3^h;t,v«ni 
were bound over to the municipal court, 
without bail,

Ask to Pleid Guilty. . ; 


At the same time they expressed, a. de- 


sire to plead guilty immediately.' Judge 
Brazee and the court staff. waa-called^for 
and at eleven minutes after '7 o'clock, 
this court was opened as the scene of the, 
last chapter in the history of Milwau- 
kee's most terrible crime. 


After 
having pleaded guilty, 
Judge 


Brazee asked the men if they had attor- 
neys. Both replied 'in

negative. 


Judge Brazee asked if they desired coun- 
sel.

- .Thr> second peace conference recetil- 


ly held at The Hague adopted -a con- 
vention for the establishment of an In- 
ternational prize, court, upou the. joint 
'proposal of delegations of the United 
'States, France, Germany and Great' 
Britain. The law to be'.observed by 
the tribunal iu tbe decision of'prize 
cases was, however, 'left in ah uncer- 
tain and'therefore unsatisfactory state. 
Article 7 of the convention- provided 
that the court was to be governed by 
the provisions of treaties existing be- 
tween the belligerents, but that' "In 
the absence of such provisions tlie 
court "shall apply the: rules' of Inter- 
national law. • If uo generally recog; 
nlzed'rule exists the court shall' givo 
judgment in accordance with the gen- 
eral principles of justice and equity." 
As, however, many questions in inter- 
national maritime law are understood 
differently and therefore interpreted 
differently 'in various countries, it was 
deemed advisable not to intrust legis- 
lative powers to the proposed court, 
but to determine the rules of law prop- 
erly .applicable In a conference of the 
representative maritime nations. Pur- 
suant to au invitation- of- Great Britain 
a conference -was: held at- London from 
Dec. 2, 100S, to l-'eb. 2G, 1900. in which 
the 
following 
powers participated: 


The United States, Austria-Hungary, 
France, Germany, Great Britain, Italy, 
Japan, • the Netherlands, Kussia and 
Spain. The conference resulted In the 
declaration of London, unanimously 
agreed to aud signed by the participat- 
ing powers, concerning, among other 
matters, tbe highly important subjects 
of blockade, contraband, the destruc- 
tion of neutral prizes and contiguous- 
voyages,

The declaration of London is an emi- 


nently -satisfactory codllicatiou of the 
International maritime law, and it is 
hoped that Us reasonableness and fair- 
ness will secure its. general adoption, 
as well us remove one of the. difficul- 
ties standing in the way of the estab-

and tbe other concerning marine mort- 
gages and privileges— have beeu sub-' 
mitted by the conference to the dif- 
ferent governments. 


The conference- adjourned to meet 


again ou April U. 1010. 


The international conference .for .the 


purpose of promoting uniform legisla 


i tiou. concerning letters of exchange, 


which was called by tbe government 
of the Netherlands to meet fit The 
•Hague in September, 1009. has been 
postponed to meet at that capital in 
June. 1910. The- United States will be 
appropriately represented in this con- 
ference under the provision thercfo:

Attitude of the United States One of 


Benevolent Encouragement. 


The question arising out of the Bel- 


gian annexation of the Independent- 
State of the Kongo, which has so long 
and earnestly preoccupied the atten- 
tion of this government and enlisted 
the sympathy of our best citizens, is. 
still open, but in a more hopeful stage. 
This government was among the fore- 
most In the great work of uplifting 
the uncivilized regions of Africa and 
urging the extension of the benefits of 
civilization, education and 
fruitful 


open commerce to that vast domain 
and is a party to treaty engagements 
of all the interested powers designed 
to carry out that great duty to human- 
ity. 
The way to better the original 


and adventitious conditions, so bur- 
densome to tbe natives and so de- 
structive 
to their development, has, 


been pointed out, by observation and 
experience, not alone of American rep- 
resentatives, but by cumulative evi- 
dence from all quarters and by tbe in- 
vestigations of Belgian agents.

Visits We!r6 "made to various parts ,of 
the .-republic and to the neighboring 
British colony of Sierra Leone, where 
the commission was received by and 
conferred with the governor. 


Helping Liberia. 


It will be remembered that tbe in- 


terest of the United States in the re- 
public of Liberia springs from the his- 
torical fact of the foundation of the 
republic by the colonization of Ameri- 
can citizens of the African race. la 
an early treaty with Liberia there is a 
provision 
under which tbe 
United 


States may be called upon for advice 
or assistance. Pursuant to this provi- 
sion' and in the spirit of the moral -re- 
lationship of the United States to 
Liberia that republic last year asked 
this government to lend assistance In 
the solution of certain of their national 
problems, and herice the commission 
was sent. 


The report of our commissioners has 


just been- completed and is now under 
examination by the department of 
state. It is hoped that there may re- 
sult some helpful measures, In wbicn 
case it may be my duty again to inv;ti> 
yonr attention to this subject. 


The Norwegian government, by a 


note addressed on Jan-. 26. 1909,'to the 
department of state, conveyed an Invi- 
tation to the government of the United 
States to rake part In a conference 
which it is understood will be held In 
February or March. 1010, for the pur- 
pose .of devising means to remedy ex- 
isting conditions In the Spitzbergen 
islands. 


This invitation was conveyed under 


tbe reservation that the question of 
altering die status of the islands as 
countries belonging to no particular 
state and as equally open to the citi- 
zens and subjects of ail states should 
cot be raised. 


The European powers invited to this 


conference by the government Of Nor 
way were Belgium, Deumark. France. 
Germany, Great Britain, Russia, Swe- 
den and the Netherlands. 


Tlie department of state, in view of 


proofs filed with it ic 1006. showing 
tbe American possession, occupation 
and working of certain coa! bearing 
land's In Spitsbergen, accepted the in- 
vitaiioc under the reservation above 
stated and under the' further reserva- 
tion that nil interests In those Islands 
already vested should be protected 
and that there should be equality of 
opportunity for the future. 
It was 


further pointed out that membership 
In the conference on the part of the 
United States was qualified'by the 
consideration that this government 
would not become a signatory to any 
conventional arrangement concluded 
by the European members of the con- 
ference which would Imply contribu- 
tory participation by tbe United States 
la any obligation or responsibility for 
the enforcement of pny scheme of ad- 
ministration which might be devised 
by tbe conference for the islands. 


The Near East. 


His majesty Mehmud V,, sultan of 


Turkey, recently sent to this country 
a special embassy to announce his ac- 
cession. 
The quick transition of the 


government of :he Ottoman .mi.'ire 
from.one of retrograde tendencies to a 
constitutional government with a par- 
liament and with progressive modern 
policies of reform aud public Improve- 
ment is one of tbe important phenome- 
na of our times. Constitutional gov- 
ernment seeuis also to have made 
further advance in Persia. 
These 


events have turned the eyes of the 
world upon tbe near east. 
In that 


quarter the prestige of the United 
•States has spread widely through the 
peaceful influence of American schools, 
universities and missionaries. There 
Is every reason why we should .obtain 
a greater share of the commerce of ihe 
near east since the conditions are 
more favorable now than ever before. 


Latin America. . 


One of the happiest events In recent 


pan-Amerlcau diplomacy was the pa- 
cific, independent, settlement by the 
governments of Bolivia and Peru of a 
boundary -difference 
between 
them, 


which for some weeks threatened to 
cause war and even to entrain 1m- 
bitterroents affecting other republics 
less directly concerned. From various 
quarters, directly or iudirectly con- 
cerned, 
the

United States was sought to assist In 
a solution of the controversy. 
Deslr-- 


Jng at nil times to abstain from any 
undue mingling In the affairs of sister 
republics and having faith in the.abil-

PAN-AMERICAN POLICY, 


Monroe Doctrine Not For Perpetua- 
tion of Irresponsible Government, 
Today more than ever before Amer- 


icau capital is seeking investment In 
foreign.'countries,'and American prod- 
ucts are more and.more generally seek- 
ing foreign markets. 
As a conse- 


quence in all countries there are Amer- 
ican citizens aud American interests 
to be protected on occasion by their 
government. These movements of men, 
of capita! and of commodities bring 
peoples and governments closer togeth- 
er and so form bonds of peace and mu- 
tual dependency, as they must also 
naturally sometimes 
make 
passing 


points of friction. 
The resultant sit- 


uation Inevitably imposes upon this 
government vastly increased responsi- 
bilities. This administration, through 
tbe department of state and tbe for- 
eign service. Is lending all proper sup- 
port to legitimate and beneficial Amer- 
ican enterprises in foreign countries, 
the degree of sucb support being meas- 
ured by tbe national advantages to 
be expected. A citizen himself cannot 
by coutract or otherwise divest him- 
self of the right, nor can this govern- 
ment escape ibe obligation, of his pro- 
tection 'in his personal' and property 
rights . when these are unjustly in- 
fringed in a foreign country. To avoid 
ceaseless vexations it is proper that in 
considering whether American enter- 
prise should be. encouraged or support- 
ed In a particular country the govern- 
ment should give full 'weight not only 
to the national as opposed to the Indi- 
vidual benefits to accrue, but also to 
the fact whether or not the govern- 
ment of the country In question Is In 
Its administration and !n its diplomacy 
faithful to the principles of modera- 
tion, equity and justice upon which 
alone depends intematltibal credit In 
diplomacy as weli as In finance. 


The pan-American policy of this 


government has lone been fixed In its 
principles and 
remains unchanged. 


With the changed circumstances of the 
United'States and of the republics to 
the south of us-, most of which have 
great natural resources, stable govern- 
ment and progressive ideals, the ap- 
prehension which gave rise to the 
Monroe doctrine may be 'said to tiava 
nearly disappeared, and* neither the 
doctrine as It exists nor any other doc- 
trine of American policy should be 
permitted to operate for the perpetua- 
tion of Irresponsible government, the' 
escape of just obligations or the insldl-" 
ous allegation of dominating ambitions 
on the part of tbe United States. 


Beside tbe fundamental doctrines of 


our pan-American policy there have 
grown up a realization .of political. In- 
terests, community of institutions and 
ideais and a flourishing commerce. All 
these, bonds will be greatly strength- 
ened ns time goes on and increased 
facilities, sucb as the great .bank soon 
to be established In Latin America, 
supply, tbe means for building.up the. 
colossal Intercontinental' commerce of 
the future.

An investigation order- 
ed by my predecessor resulted In the 
recommendation that the civil service 
be reclassitied according to the kind of 
work, so that the-work requiring most 
application and knowledge and Hbility 
shall receive most compensation, 1 be- 
lieve such a change would be fairer to 
the whole force und would permanent- 
ly improve the personnel of the serv- 
ice. 


More than this, every reform direct- 


ed toward thp. improvement iu the av- 
erage efficiency 
of government em- 


ployees roust depend on the ability of 
the executive to eliminate from the 
government service those who nre in- 
efficient from any cause, and us the 
degree of efficiency in all thu depart- 
ments is much lessened by the reten- 
tion of old employees who'have out- 
lived their energy nnd usefulness it 
Is Indispensable to any proper system 
of economy that provision be mnde so 
that their separation from the service 
shall be easy and-inevitable. It is im- 
possible to make such provision unless 
there is adopted a plan of civil pen- 
sions. 


Most of the great industrial organ- 


izations and many of the well con- 
ducted railways of this country are 
coming to the conclusion that a sys- 
tem of pensions for old employees and 
the substitution therefor of. younger 
and more energetic servants promote 
both economy und efficiency of admln- 
stration. 
1 am aware that there is a strong 


feeling in both houses of congress and 
possibly in the country against the 
jstablisbment of civil pensions and 
•hat this has naturally grown out of 
•he heavy burden of military pensions 
which it has always been the policy 
of our government to assume, but I am 
strongly convinced that no other prac- 
tical solution of the difficulties pre- 
sented by the superannuation of civ.il 
servants '.can be found than that of a 
system of civil pensions. 


Increase In Expenditures. 


The business nod expenditures of the 


government have expanded enormous- 
ly since the Spanish war. but as the 
revenues have increased in nearly the 
same proportion as the expenditures 
until recently the attention of the pub- 
lic and of those responsible for the 
government has not been 
fastened 


upon the question of reducing the cost 
of administration. 
We cannot, in view 


of the advancing prices of living, hopfl 
to save money by a reduction in the 
standard of salaries paid. 
Indeed, if 


any change is made in that regard an 
Increase rather than a decrease will be 
necessary, and the only means of econ- 
omy will be in reducing tho number of 
employees nud In obtaining a greater 
average of efficiency from those re- 
tained in the service. 


Close investigation and study needed 


to make definite recommendations in 
this regard will consume at least two 
years. 
I note with much satisfaction 


the organization in the senate of a 
committee 
on 
public expenditures, 


charged with the duty of conducting 
such an investigation, and I tender to 
that committee all the assistance which 
the executive branch of the govern 
rnent can possibly render.

Au 
examination of the law und an under- 
standing of lii" nature of tbe facts 
which should 
in- considered .in dis- 


charging tho functions imposed upon 
the executive show that 1 have the 
power to direct the tariff board to 
make a comprehensive glossary anil 
encyclopedia of the terms used and ar- 
ticles embraced in the tariff law and to 
secure information as to the cost of 
production of such goods in this coun- 
try and the cost of their production in 
foreign countries. 
1 have therefore 


appointed a tariff board consisting of 
three members nnd have directed them 
to perform all the duties above de- 
scribed. This work will perhaps take 
two or three years, and 1 ask from 
congress a continuing annual appro- 
priation equal to that already mnde 
for its prosecution. I believe that the 
work of this board, will be of prime 
utility and importance whenever con- 
gress shall deem it wise agaio to read- 
just tbe customs duties. 
If the facts 


secured by tbe tariff board nre of such 
a character as to show generally that 
the rates of duties imposed by the pres- 
ent tariff law .ire excessive under the 
principles of protection as described In 
the platform of the successful party at 
the late election I shall not hesitate to 
Invite tbe attention of congress to this 
fact and to the necessity 'or action 
predicated thereon. Nothing, however, 
halts business and interferes with the 
course of prosperity so much as the 
threatened revision of the tariff, nnd 
until the facts are fit hand, after care- 
ful and deliberate investigation, upon 
-which such revision 'can properly be 
undertaken, it seems to me unwise to 
attempt it. 
Tlie amount of misinfor- 


mation that creeps into arguments pro

Bureau of Health. 


For a very considerable, period a 


movement has been gathering strength, 
especially among the members of tbe 
medical profession.

In the nature cf things tbe medical 
department of the army and the med- 
ical department of tbe navy must be 
kept separate. But there seems to be 
no reason why all the other bureaus 
and offices In the general government 
which have to' do with the public 
health or subjects akin thereto should 
not be united In a bureau to be called 
the "bureau of public health." This 
wouid necessitate the transfer of the 
marine hospital service to such a bu- 
reau.

Increased Gold Output Partly Re- 


sponsible—More' Prosperity, 


I have thus, In a message compressed 


as much, as the subjects wlllpermlt, 
referred to many of the legislative 
needs of the country, with the excep- 
tions-already noted. Speaking gener- 
ally, the country ia In a high stute of 
prosperity.•••• There is every reason to 
believe that we are on the eve of n. 
substantial business expansion, and we 
have- Just cnrnered a harvest unex- 
ampled In' (he market value of our 
ngricul.rural. products. The high prices 
which! such products bring moun great 
prosperity for the farming community; 
but, on the other hand, they cueun a 
very considerably Increased burden 
upon those classes In the community 
wbosi; yearly compensation does not 
expand with tbe improvement In busi- 
iitas tuid the general prosperity. Vari- 
ous reasons are given for the high 
prices. The proportionate increase in 
tbe output of gold, which today Is the 
chief medium of exchange and is In 
some respects a .measure of value, fur- 
nishes a substantial explanation of at 
least part of the Increase . In prices. 
The increase in population and the 
more expensive mode of living of the 
people, which have not been accom- 
panied by a proportionate Increase In 
acreage production, may furnish a fur- 
ther reason.

'We should have enjoyed this curious 


experience, but with, euctless bodily 
discomforts,.combined In aching mus- 
cles and an overbearing languor, there 
could be no real Joys from the glories 
of'nature. The pleasure was reserved 
for a later rftrospect.' 
.' 


Ve now changed our working hours 


from day to night, .beginning usually 
at 10 and ending at-7. The big march- 
es and prolonged hours of travel with 
•which fortune favored us earlier were 
no longer possible—Weather condi- 
tions were more Important in deter- 
mining the day's run than the hands 
of the chronometers. 


When the storms threatened tbe 


start was delayed, and in strong blo~ws_ 
the march was. shortened, but In. one 
way or another we usually fouud a 
few hours In each turn of the dial dur- 
ing which a march could be forced be- 
tween winds. It mattered little wheth- 
er we traveled night or day—ail hours 
and all days were alike to, us—for we 
had no p-ccustomed time of rest, no 
Sundays, no holiday, no landmarks or 
mlleposts to pass. To advance aud ex- 
pend the energy accumulated during 
one sleep at tbe cost of our pound of 
pemmlcan was tbe one sole aim' iii 
life. 


The observations of April 11 gave 


.latitude 87 degrees 20 minutes, longi- 
tude 05 minutes 19 seconds. The pack 
disturbance of Bradley Land was-less 
and less noted in the northward move- 
ment. The fields became heavier, lar- 
ger and less crevassed. Fewer trou- 
blesome old floes and less crushed new 
ice wore encountered, .With the Im- 
proved conditions the firo of a racing 
spirit came for a brief spell. 


Passing Highest Reach. 


We had now passed the highest 


reaches of all our predecessors and 
had gained the inspiration of the far- 
•hcst north for ourselves. The time

polar gateway to Us sweep of th«i 
northern Ice. at midnight. From the 
end of the polar ulght late In Febru- 
ary to the first of the double days and 
midnight suns we had forced a trail 
through darkness, 
blood 
hardening 


temperature and over leg breaking ir- 
regularities of an unknown world of 
Ice to an area 200 miles from the pole. 


Thd Midnight Sun. 


Now we bad tbe sun unmistakably 


at midnight, and its'new glory was 
quite an incentive to our life of shiv- 
ers. 
Observations on April S placed 


camp at latitude Stf degrees 3(1 mlu- 
iites, longitude 94 degrees 2 iniautes. 
In spite of what seemed like long 
marches we had advanced only 100 
miles in nine days. Much of our hard 
worli was lost in circuitous twists 
around troublesome pressure lines and 
blgb, irregular fields of very old ice. 
The drift ice: WMS throwing us to the 
east with sufficient force to pivc us 
some anxiety, but with eyes closed to 
danger and hardships the double days 
of fatigue and glitter quickly followed 
one another. 


The temperature, ranging between 


36 and 46 degree's below zero F., kept 
persistently near the freezing point of 
mercury, and. though the "perpetual 
Bun gave light and color to the cheer- 
less wastes, we were not impressed 
with any appreciable sense of warmth. 
Indeed, the sun,fc*nms seemed to make 
the frost of the air pierce with a moro 
painful sllug. 
• 


There was a weird play of orgies, 


seemingly most Impressive at' tills 
time—clouds of steam rose from tbe 
frozen .seas. 
In marching over the 


golden glltfor snow scalds the face, 
while the nose Is bleached with frost. 
The sun rose Into zones of fire and set 
Into burning fields of Ice. but' with 
puln we breathe the chill of death. 


In camp a grip of the knife left pnlu- 


fnl burns from cold, metal. 
To the 


frozen finger the water was hot. With 
\vinc spirits tbe fire wns lighted, while 
oil delighted tbe stomach. In dreoras 
heaven wjis hot, the other, place was 
cold.. .All.mfiire was false. We sucm- 
cd to be nearlng the chilled flame .of a 
new hades- 
In our bard life., there 


.•was,...nothl.ne..genuinely. ,warm.. TIM 
^qnge.nlal" appearances were all decep- 
tion, but' fl^nljj.offered .only cold, .com- 
fort. Tfiere.'was no advantage In sui- 
cide 
" 
• 
. 


was at hand, however, to consider seri- 
ously the necessity of an early return. 


Nearly half of the food allowance 


bad been used. In the long marches 
supplies had been more liberally used 
than anticipated, and now our dog 
teams were much reduced in numbers. 
A hard necessity had forced tbe cruel 
law of the survival of the fittest, for 
the less useful dogs were fed to the 
steady wovking survivors. 
Owing to 


the food limits and the advancing sea- 
son we could uot prudently continue 
the outward march n fortnight longer. 


We had dragged ourselves ZOO miles 


over tbe polar sea in twenty-four days. 
Including delays aud detours, this gave 
an average of nearly thirteen miles 
dally on an atv line in our course. 
There rernaiued. an unknown line of 
160 mll.es before our ambitions could 
be satisfied. 
The same average ad- 


vance which we had made on tbe pack 
would take us to the pole in thirteen 
days. There were food and fuel.enough 
to risk tills adventure. 


Work and Observations. 


Iu the diary of the succeeding days' 


dol.igs there appear numerous tabu- 
lations of work and observations. In 
the new cracks the" thickness of the 
Ice was measured. Tbe water was ex- 
amined for life. The technical details 
far the making and breaking of 'Ice 
were studied, and some attention was 
given to the altitude of uplifted aud 
submerged irregularities. 


• Atmospheric, surface water and ice 
temperatures were taken, tbe barome- 
ter was noted, the cloud formations, 
weather conditions and Ice drifts were 
tabulated. 
There was a continuous 


routiue of work which does not appear 
hero. It belongs to the specific details 
of the history of the 
exploration, 


which will appear In the later publica- 
tion of scientific data. 


This work, like the effort of the foot 


In the daily drive of duty, became 
more or less automatic and docs uot 
at any time enter as an active part of 
the story. As we now run along over 
seemingly endless fields of ice tbe 
physical appearances come under a 
careful scrutiny. I watched dally'for 
possible signs 'of .dangerous failure In 
strength, for serious disability' now 
meant a fatal-termination. 


A disabled man could neither con- 


tinue nor return, trot, every examloa- 
tlixn gave another reason to push liu- 


-iib»n-"eiTdurarice - to "-the" "limit "of ^ tlit- 
'(train of every fiber and cell. Tbe 


l bacd work \vhk~h-.followed.--under.an 


occasional burst of burning suubeains, 
brought Intense thirst. 


Soup a Luxi ,-y. 


Forcing, the habit of the camel, we 


.managed lo take enough water before 
starting to keep sutf-lent liquid In the 
veins for the day's march, but it was 
difficult to await the melting of the Ice 
at camping time. \ 


In two slttlngs-^-evenlng and morn- 


ing—each took an average of three 
quarts of water dally. This included 
the tea and also the luxury of an oc- 
casional soup'. There was water about 
everywhere In heaps, but It was In' 
crystals, and before (he thirst could 
be quenched several ounces of pre- 
cious fuel, which had been carried 
thousands of miles, must be used. And 
still this water, so expensive and so 
necessary to us, ultimately became the 
greatest bane to comfort. It escaped 
through -the pores of the skin, satu- 
rated the boots, formed a band of ice 
under the knee and a belt of frost 
about the waist, while the face was 
nearly always Incnsed In a mnsk of 
Icicles from the breath—a necessary 
part of our' hard lot In life, and we 
learned to take tbe torture philoso- 
phically. "From ice It comes, to ice 
it goes." like tbe other elements of 
the body, when the good preacher pro- 
nounces the last words *'from dust to 
dust." 


From 
the 
eighty-seventh to' 
thff 


eighty-eighth parallel we passed for 
two days over old Ice without pressure 
lines or hummocks. There was no dis- 
cernible line of demarcation for tho 
fields, and It was quite Impossible to 
determine if we wore on land or sea 
ice. The barometer indicated no ele- 
vation, but (lie ice had tbe hard, wav- 
ing surface of glacial ice. with only 
superficial crevasses. The water ob- 
tained from this was not salty, but all 
of the upper surface of tbe ice of tbe 
polar sea makes similar water. 
The 


nautical observations did not seem to 
Indicate a drift, hut nevertheless the 
combined tabulations do not warrant 
tbe positive assertion of either land or 
sea for this area. 


An Air Line Courie. 


This Ice gave a cheering prospect. 'A 


plain of purple and blue ran In easy 
undulations to the limits of vision 
without the usual barriers of uplifted 
blocks. Over It a direct air Hue course 
was possible. Progress, however, was 
quite as diflJcult as over the Irregular 
pack. 
The snow was crusted with 


large crystals. 
An increased friction 


reduced rhe speed, while the surface, 
too hard for snowshots, was also too 
weak to give a secure footing. 
The 


loneliness, the monotony, the hardship 
of steady, unrelieved travel were now 
keenly felt. 


It Is not often that'man's horsepow- 


er Is put to tlii- test as ours was. We 
were compflled to develop a -working 
energy to tlie llriiit of jinimal capacity. 
Day after Jay we hud pushed along 
at tbe same steady pace over plains of 
frost aud through a mental desert- 


As tbe eye opened an the end of an 


Icy slumber tbe fire was lighted little 
by little, the stomach was filled with 
liquids nud solids, mostly cold—enough 
to lust for tbe day. for there could be 
no halt or ~aste of fuel for midday 
feeding. 
We next got into harness 


and paced off the day's pull under tbe 
lash of duty. We worked until stand- 
Ing became impossible—longer in light 
winds, shorter in strong winds, but al- 
ways until the foci became numb and 
heavy. 


Then came the arduous task of build- 


ing a snow bouse. In this the eyes, no 
longer able to wink, closed, hue soon 
the empty stomach complained, and it 
was filled up again—not with things 
tbat pleased tbe palate, only bard fuel 
to feed the inner Ores, while the ear 
sought tbi; soft side of ice to dispel 
fatigue: no pleasure Iu mental recre- 
ation, nothing to arouse the soul from 
its icy inclosure. 


To'eut. to sleep, to press one foot 


ahead of the other, was our steady vo- 
cation, like tbe horse to the cart, 
but we bud nut his advantage of an 
agreeable cllinatu and a comfortable 
stable at uigtit. 


Where Madness Siti, 


Words and pictures cannot adequate- 


ly describe thi.' maddening influence 
of this sameness of polar glitter, com- 
bined with bitter wluds. extreme cold 
aud an overworked body. To me there 
was always tue inspiration of antici- 
pation of tbe outcome of ultimate suc- 
cess, but for my young savage com- 
panions it was a torment almost be- 
yond endurance. Their weariness was 
made evident by a las use of the whip 
and an Indifferent urging of-the dogs. 
They were, however, brave and faith- 
ful to the bitter end. seldom allowing 
selfish 
ambitious 
or 
uncontrollable, 


passions seriously to interfere wlth.tUe 
main effort of tbe expedition. 


On tbe morniup of .April 13 a strain 


of agitating torment reached n break- 
lug point. For diiys there had been a 
steady cutting wlud from tbe west 
which drove despair to its lowest 
reaches.
